Although  Osborne  Borough  and  the 
Zoning  Hearing  Board  have  settled  three 
conditions  with  Quaker  Valley  School 
District  officials  regarding  the  upcoming 
renovations  of  Osborne  Elementary 
School,  a  developer's  agreement  among 
the  three  entities  remains  in  dispute. 

The  three  conditions  agreed  to  require 
the  school  district  to  keep  the  school  an  ele- 


mentary school  and  limit  enrollment  to  540 
students,  assist  Osborne  Borough  in  find- 
ing funding  for  a  nature  trail  to  be  con- 
structed near  the  school  and  allow  the  soc- 
cer field  and  playground  would  be  open  to 
the  public  at  reasonable  times  subject  to 
regulations  established  by  the  school  dis- 
trict. 

The  point  of  contention  is  a  proposed 
developer's  agreement  similar  to  the  one 
signed  for  the  Edgeworth  Elementary 
School  construction  project. 


The  agreement  does  not  take  into 
account  the  wear  and  tear  that  could  occur 
on  Beaver  Road  as  contractor  vehicles  and 
equipment  work  at  Osborne  Elementary 
School. 

This  concerned  borough  officials,  who 
said  Beaver  Road  could  be  in  need  of 
repairs  after  the  completion  of  renovations 
to  the  school.

Osborne's  Public  Works 
Committee  was  asked  by 
council  to  offer  suggestions 
regarding  the  matter. 

"They  said  the  school  dis- 
trict should  pay  a  minimum  of 
$100,000  towards  reconstruc- 
tion and  paving  of  Beaver 
Road, 57  said  borough  solicitor 
Harlon  Stone. 

"The  school  district  firmly 
and  flatly  rejected  it." 

When  the  developer's 
agreement  was  first  intro- 
duced, Stone  said  QVSD 
requested  the  borough  not 
require  a  bond  as  security  for 


the  entire  project. 

"Our  feeling  was  that  they 
(QVSD)  were  willing  to  pledge 
their  Ml  faith  and  credit  and 
taxing  power,"  he  said. 

With  the  issue  of  cost  of 
any  necessary  repairs  to 
Beaver  Road,  however,  Stone 
counseled  the  borough  on 
three  options:  Put  funds  in  an 
escrow  account  in  the  event  of 
damage,  offer  a  "set-aside" 
similar  to  that  of  an  escrow 
account  or  bond  the  job. 

"We  were  kind  of  doing 
them  a  favor  by  not  requiring 
a  bond,  but  now  we  might 
have  to,"  said  Stone. 

A  bond  for  the  project  is 
estimated  at  $600,000,  with  10 
percent  down. 

"It  seems  exceedingly  like- 


ly that  Beaver  Road  may  sus- 
tain some  road  damage... the 
probability  is  better  than  five 
out  of  10,"  said  council  presi- 
dent John  Hayes. 

"I  don't  see  that  we  can 
agree  on  this  agreement  the 
way  it  is  written." 

Osborne  mayor  William 
Boswell  agreed. 

"We  want  to  save  the  school 
some  cost,  but  we  also  must 
protect  the  borough  of 
Osborne." 

Renovations  to  the  elemen- 
tary school  are  expected  to 
begin  in  the  spring  of  2006.

Osborne  Borough  Council 
adopted  a  preliminary  2006 
budget  of  $397,340  that  holds 
the  property  tax  rate  at  4.9 
mills. 

Council  member  Louis 
Naugle  explained  that 
although  some  big  budget 
items  to  be  completed  in  the 
borough  show  a  deficit  of 
roughly  $212,000,  the  borough 
has  enough  in  2005  cash 
reserves  -"to  carry  over  into 


2006. 

The  big  budget  items 
include  $45,000  for  the  demoli- 
tion of  a  home  on  Glen 
Mitchell  Road,  $15,000  to 
repair  a  sinkhole  at  Railroad 
Avenue  and  Center  Street,  and 
$150,000  for  the  Beaver  Road 
curbing  project.

In  the  days  prior  to  Thanksgiving, 
grocery  stores  bustle  with  cus- 
tomers purchasing  ingredients 
for  their  much-anticipated  holiday 
feast. 

Many,  however,  are  unable  to 
afford  such  a  luxury.  Yet,  through  the 
assistance  of  the  Sewickley  Com- 
munity Center  Food  Pantry,  those 
who  need  a  hand  are  able  to  put  food 
on  their  table,  not  only  during  the  hol- 
idays but  all  year  round. 

Sewickley  Community  Center, 
located  on  Chadwick  Street  in 
Sewickley,  houses  the  food  pantry 
and  is  staffed  by  volunteers  such  as 
Mildred  Nash,  Nora  Spears  and  Sara 
Harris  from  Triumph  Baptist  Church 
in  Sewicklev. 

Over  the  past  20  years,  the  food 
pantry  has  provided  food  bags  to  res- 
idents of  Sewickley  and  surrounding 
communities,  including  Leetsdale, 
Osborne,  Ambridge  and  Coraopolis. 

Regular  food  bags  include  food 
items  for  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner. 
Baby  food  is  provided  if  needed. 

"There  is  a  misconception  that 
people  in  Sewickley  don't  need  help," 
says  Shirley  Stanley,  community 
eenter  board  president. 

"The  people  we  serve  come  from 
all  backgrounds  and  there  are  occa- 
sions where  someone  will  call  the 
center  and  say  they  need  food  but  do 
not  want  to  come  here  and  pick  it  up 
because  they  don't  want  others  to 
know  they  need  assistance/' 

In  cases  such  as  this,  Stanley  has 
often  met  people  after  the  center  has 
closed  and  discretely  given  them  a 
bag  of  food. 

Stanley  has  been  on  the  board  of 
directors  at  the  community  center 
since  1998  and,  since  that  time,  has 
seen  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
people  in  need. 

"Particularly  in  the  past  three  or  . 
four  months,  I  would  say  there  has 
been  a  significant  increase." 

The  center  used  to  serve  four  fam- 
ilies and  individuals  each  week,  now 
it  now  services  10  to  12  per  week. 

"In  this  area,  there  have  been  a  lot

of  layoffs.  We  can  hardly  keep  food  in 
stock  because  it  is  given  out  so  quick- 
ly," she  says. 

in  fact,  last  week  the  food 
pantry  volunteers  prepared  Thanks- 
giving food  bags  that  included  a 
turkey  and  all  of  the  trimmings,  for 
15  families. 

This  year  they  partnered  with  the 
Union  Aid  Society,  Sewickley  Valley 
YMCA  and  the  Newcomers  Club  in 
Sewickley  to  make  the  Thanksgiving 
baskets. 

When  the  food  pantry  opened, 
however,  20  people  stood  in  line  for 
the  holiday  meals. 

Stanley  says  the  food  pantry  would 
never  turn  anyone  away  and  referred 


people  to  other  organizations  so  they 
could  enjoy  a  Thanksgiving  meal. 

The  community  center's  food 
pantry  relies  largely  on  monetary 
and  food  donations  from  local 
churches,  the  annual  "Feed  a  Friend" 
drive  and  "Scouting  For  Food"  by 
local  boy  scout  troops. 

In  the  past,  Quaker  Valley  High 
School  has  also  been  instrumental  in 
donating  funds  from  their  annual 
"Empty  Bowls"  dinner. 

A  common  misconception  is 
that  the  holiday  season  is  the  time  to 
give  to  food  pantries.  Hunger,  howev- 
er, is  a  year-round  reality  for  many. 

"I've  gotten  calls  from  individuals 
who  say  'I  have  50  cents  to  last  me  for 


the  month'  and  we  provide  them  with 
one  of  our  regular  food  bags  to  get 
them  through  a  tough  time,"  says 
Stanley. 

"Our  feeling  is  that,  if  you  need 
food,  we're  going  to  try  and  help  you 
in  any  way  we  can." 

The  community  center  food 
pantry  is  open  Wednesdays,  from 
11:30  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  but  will  be 
closed  today  (Wednesday).

Sewiekley  Council  adopted 
a  resolution  that  will  make  a 
heavily  traveled,  dangerous 
intersection  safer  for  pedestri- 
ans and  motorists,  alike.

ple walking  to  their  cars 
parked  along  Hill  Street. 

Residents  will  soon  see 


"stop  bars"  installed  at  the 
intersection  of  Blackburn 
Road  and  Hill  Street  and  also 
at  the  exit  in  front  of  the 
YMCA. 

"Yield  to  pedestrian"  signs 
will  be  erected  along 
Blackburn  Road  next  to  two 
new  crosswalks  that  will  be 
painted  on  the  road,  as  well.

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QVHS  tennis  courts 
reconstruction  repairs

The  tennis  courts  at  Qua- 
ker Valley  High  School's 
McNamara  Park  will  be  get- 
ting their  much-needed 
repairs. 

At  last  week's  meeting,  the 
board,  although  not  unani- 
mous m  its  vote,  gave  the  OK 
for  ;  Allison  Park  Contractors 
to  do  the  repair  work  on  the 
courts  as  recommended  by 
Eckles  Architecture. 

Quaker  Valley's  cost  for  the 
project  is  $12,805.  This  covers 
the  price  of  extending  of  the 
wall  abutting  the  hillside. 

Eckles  will  pay  aE  other 
remedial  project  costs. 

Board  members  Dr.  Flo- 
rence Iwler,  Marianne  Wag- 
ner and  Gianni  Fioro  did  not 
lend  their  support  to  the 
motion.  All  three  felt  that 
since  the  firm  is  responsible 
for  the  design  of  the  courts 
and  the  placement.  Eckles 
should  bear  all  of  the  cost. 

"They  need  a  message." 
said  Iwler.  "I'd  like  to  be  a 
part  of  that  message." 

The  problem  was  caused 
by  water  draining  from  the 
hill  side.  The  back  corners  of 
the  court  heaved  as  the  water 


snaked  around  the  edges  of 
the  wall. 

Had  the  7-foot  barrier  been 
extended  beyond  the  court  on 
either  side  when  it  was  first 
built,  water  would  not  have 
puddled  and  ruined  the  sur- 
face, said  Dr.  Joseph  Mar- 
rone,  facilities  director. 

The  cost  for  longer  walls  a 
-year  ago  would  have  been 
nearly  $16,000. 

For  their  portion  of  the 
project  (totaling  at  least 
$9,700),  Eckles'  contractors 
will  cut  and  replace  the  layers 
of  the  court.  They  will  add-two 
more  drains  on  either  side  of 
the  court  and  rework  the 
underground  piping. 

"We  are  watching,"  said 
Joan  Murdoch,  board  presi- 
dent. "We've  made  that 
clear." 

With  this  agreement  be- 
,  tween  the  district  and  the 
architects,  litigation  will  net 
be  necessary. 

"I'm  certain  they  will  be 
aggressively  attentive  to  the 
parameters  of  the  project," 
said  Pat  Clair,  district  solici- 
tor. "They  don't  want  to  fix  it 
again." 

Eckles  is  the  design/con- 
struction  firm  for  QV's  two 
elementary  school  projects. 
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Wilbur  C.  Brown  II.  43,  of 
Swatara  Township,  Dauphin 
County,  Pa.,  has  confessed  to 
attacking  a  local  woman  who 
was  walking  her  dog  on  Thorn 
Street  and  Academy  Avenue 
in  Sewiekley  on  Friday,  April

Brown  was  arrested  on 
Aug.  22,  2005,  in  Jefferson 
County  for  allegedly  raping  or 
sexually  assaulting  as  many 
as  13  women  in  Pennsylvania. 

He  is  expected  to  stand 
trial  for  similar  charges  in 
Lancaster,  Jefferson  and 
Cumberland  counties. 

Brown  had  been  employed 
with  a  construction  company 
that  operated  all  over  the 
state. 

At  the  time  of  the 
Sewiekley  assault,  he  had 
been  working  on  a  project  in 
Moon  Township  and  was  stay- 
ing at  a  local  hotel. 

Brown  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  will  remain 
jailed  pending  trials.

Edgeworth's  2006  prelimi- 
nary budget  has  been  finished 
and  will  soon  be  available  to 
the  public  at  the  borough 
building.

Both  are  located  along  a  stretch  of 
Route  65  and  both  meet  with  railroad 
crossings.  These  intersections  have 
become  synonymous  with  danger.

In  Leetsdale,  the  Ferry  Street  intersec- 
tion is  "ranked  the  most  dangerous  inter- 
section in  Pennsylvania,"  said  Dan 
Siagle,  Leetsdale  engineer. 

The  major  thoroughfare  for  tractor 
trailers  and  employees  of  Leetsdale 
Industrial  Park,  as  well  as  residents  liv- 
ing west  of  Route  65  in  Leetsdale,  the 
Ferry  Street  intersection  sees  an  average 
daily  traffic  count  of  5,421  vehicles,  which 
must  cross  railroad  tracks  to  reach  their 
destination. 

PennDOT  statistics  from  1999  to  2004 
show  a  total  of  12  accidents  with  no  fatal- 
ities, with  no  accident  data  available  for 
2002,  said  Ron  Krusienksi,  assistant  dis- 
trict traffic  manager. 

In  September,  however,  a  Pittsburgh 
man  was  killed  at  the  intersection  while 
waiting  to  make  a  left  hand  turn  onto 
Ferry  Street. 

In  Haysville,  Route  65  and  River  Road 
is  another  dangerous  intersection  involv- 
ing railroad  tracks,  with  an  average  daily 
traffic  count  of  439  vehicles; 

PennDOT  statistics  from  1999  to  2004 
show  a  total  of  15  accidents  and  one  fatal- 
ity. Again,  no  accident  data  was  available 
for  2002. 

However,  just  last  month  a  train  collid-

Dear  Editor: 

I  wish  to  commend  Jon  Paul  Creese 
for  writing  about  the  unsportsmanlike 
behavior  incident  at  the  Sewickley 
Academy  WPIAL  soccer  victory  a  cou- 
ple of  weeks  ago. 

I  also  want  to  apologize  to  the  stu- 
dent  in  question  and  his  family  for 
keeping  the  story  alive,  which  was 
started  by  last  week's  responders. 

I  am  not  all  together  sure  that  the 
lesson  has  been  learned.  Oh,  I'm  sure 
the  student  will  never  do  something 
like  this  again.  I'm  hopeful  he  will 
learn  from  his  behavior  and  act  in  an 
upstanding  way  in  the  future. 

However,  I  don't  think  that  the  two 
parents  who  responded  negatively  to 
the  reporting  of  the  incident  get  the 
lesson  here. 

First  of  all.  it  should  have  ended 
with  Mr.  Creese's  column.  But  it  was 
continued  in  the  "Letters  to  the 
Editor."  That  action  is  no  less  "inter- 
ference" with  the  process  than  might 
be  the  original  column.

First  of  afl,  the  actual  outcome  of 
the  game  was  reported.  Appropriately 
nice  things  were  said  about  the  players 
and  the  outcome.  I  guess  this  was  the 
news  of  the  day. 

Second,  rather  than  make  the  story 
of  the  game  a  negative  one,  the  Editor 
and  Mr.  Creese  decided  to  use  his  col- 
umn to  comment  on  what  was  really 
the  main  news  event,  which  is  where  it 
belonged.  So  there  was  certainly  an 
evenhanded  reporting  of  these  two 
news  items. 

Third,  would  it  really  make  any  dif- 
ference if  the  player  in  question  was  a 
star  instead  of  a  young  substitute? 
Does  it  really  matter  what  student  did 
this?  . 

If  it  had  been  the  manager,  it  would 
be  no  less  wrong.

I  was  at  the  game  as  I  had  been  for 
most  of  the  SA  playoffs.  I  was  standing 
down  at  that  end  of  the  field  and 
watched  as  this  young  fellow  flipped 
off  the  other  team  while  everyone  was 
celebrating. 

I  couldn't  believe  it!  I  wondered 
where  it  came  from.  What  could  have 
prompted  it?  The  game  had  been 
tough  but  pretty  clean.  But  there  it 
was. 


You  see,  I  went  to  the  Academy.  I 
started  at  QV  and  transferred  to  SA  in 
9th  grade.  I  was  not  a  notable  athlete 
but  participated  in  sports  in  various 
ways  and  certainly  attended  games. 

My  best  friend  was  a  player  and  he 
was  with  me  at  Elizabeth-Forward, 
along  with  his  son.  We  have  both 
coached  youth  soccer  and  agreed  that 
this  behavior  would  not  have  been  tol- 
erated in  "our  day." 

In  truth,  the  school  did  not  tolerate 
the  behavior  and  the  .  player  was, 
according  the  letter  from  Win  Palmer, 
suspended  from  playing  and  made  to 
apologize  to  the  Seton-LaSalle  team. 

While  it  would  have  been  better  if 
that  also  was  reported  by  Mr.  Creese,  I 
feel  that  it  is  only  in  the  letters  written 
by  the  two  parents  -  to  disparage  Mr. 
Creese's  column  -  that  this  behavior 
has  been  relegated  to  lesser  impor- 
tance than  who  won  or  lost  the  "game." 

I  happen  to  feel  that  the  growth  of  a 
young  person  from  child  to  responsible 
adult  is  the  main  charter  of  a  school. 
We  bemoan  the  fact  that  our  children 
do  not  have  strong  moral  behavior. 

We  say  that  schools  are  not  teach- 
ing our  young  people  how  to  have 
respect  for  their  fellow  human  beings. 

When  I  was  at  SA,  these  were 
important  lessons.  I  was  told  to  say 
"Sir"  and  "Miss"  or  "Mrs."  I  was  told  to 
say  "please"  and  "thank  you." 

I  was  told  that  making  negative 
comments  to  other  players  on  the  field 
was  not  good  sportsmanship.  This 
reinforced  what  I  remember  to  be  sim- 
ilar teaching  at  home. 


The  soccer  game  that  day  at 
Elizabeth-Forward  was  simply  an 
adjunct  to  the  learning  process. 

Sports  are  a  way  to  help  students 
learn  teamwork,  the  benefits  of  hard 
work  and,  yes,  good  conduct  in  the 
heat  of  the  moment. 

The  outcome,  while  possibly  glori- 
ous, is  secondary.  It's  how  you  handle 
the  outcome  that  is  paramount  if  we 
are  to  survive  as  a  society. 

That  one  incident  WAS  the  real 
story  of  the  day.  That  event  IS  news. 
And  I  hope  that  the  actions  of  that  one 
player  have  more  impact  on  the  lives 
surrounding  him  than  the  actual  victo- 

I  again  apologize  to  the  young  fel- 
low involved.  T  don't  even  know  his 
name.  But  his  actions  were  of  much 
more  import  than  the  game  itself. 

The  parents  that  bemoan  the  fact 
that  this  was  reported  should,  instead, 
be  grateful  if  their  own  students  learn 
something  from  this. 

I  hope  they  use  it  as  a  lesson  to  help 
their  child  grow. 

I  believe  that  good  will  come  from 
this.  I  believe  that  SA  will  continue  to 
teach  the  students  "good  behavior.* 
I'm  hopeful  that  they  still  nold  these 
standards  as  high  as  my  teachers  and 
administrators  did 

And  I  hope  today's  parents  under- 
stand that  this  is  what  is  most  impor- 
tant.

best  case  scenario  by  Osborne 
council  president  John  Hayes. 

"It  should  disappear.  I 
would  like  to  see  the  termina- 
tion of  the  intersection  and 
instead  have  the  road  west  of 
the  railroad  tracks  extended 
to  Glenfield  for  the  safety  of 
those  who  travel  it..,.  Norfolk 
Southern  is  anxious  to  run 
trains  a  good  deal  faster 
through  this  section  without 
interruption." 

Although  it  is  perhaps  the 
safest  plan,  it  could  be  a  cost- 
ly alternative  to  other  options 
that  PennDOT  is  considering 
for  the  intersection. 

Others  include  construct- 
ing a 1  pedestrian  overpass 
across  Route  65  or  gates 
erected  at  the  railroad  cross- 


ing. 

A  left-turn  lane  at  the 
intersection  and  traffic  light 
was  considered  several  years 
ago,  but  PennDOT  concluded 
that,  due  to  the  geography  of 
the  intersection  which 
includes  a  retairung  .  wall 
along  Beaver  Street  and  the 
railroad  crossing,  it  could  not 
be  done. 

Although  $1.72  million  of 
the  Federal  Transportation 
Bill  was  allotted  to  the 
Haysviile  intersection  this 
year,  Osborne  Borough  offi- 
cials said.it  is  insufficient  to 
get  rid  of  the  railroad  cross- 
ing. 

"Yes,  it's  a  nice  sum  of 
money,  but  it  looks  like  it  is 
only  the  beginning  of  another 
long  process,"  said  Hayes. 

"The  process  will  definitely 
outlive  my  term  on  council."

Pippy,  Mustio  join  forces  on  tax  issue 


Legislation  spearheaded  by 
state  Rep.  Mark  Mustio  (R- 
44)  and  Sen.  John  Pippy  (R- 
37)  to  protect  Allegheny 
County  taxpayers  from  being 
hit  with  extreme  tax  hikes  fol- 
lowing countrywide  reassess- 
ment was  signed  into  law  by 
the  governor. 

"There's  no  better  place  for 
real  and  substantive  school 
property  tax  assessment 
reform  to  begin  than  right 
here  at  home  in  Allegheny 
County,"  said  Mustio. 

"This  new  law  is  designed 
to  prevent  huge  jumps  in  tax 
bills  that  can  tear  apart  a 
family  budget,  while  provid- 
ing municipalities  and  school 
districts  with  the  latitude  to 
cover  legitimate  expenses  and 
emergencies,  and  explore  all 


available  ways  to  reduce 
expenditures  before  raising 

"I  want  to  thank  Senator 
John  Pippy  for  working 
together  with  me  to  effective- 
ly and  efficiently  move  this 
legislation  through  the  gener- 
al assembly  to  the  governor's 
desk  for  final  signature." 

This  new  law  (Act  71  of 
2005)  now  requires  municipal- 
ities and  school  districts  in 
Allegheny  County  to  establish 
revenue-neutral  millage  rates 
in  the  tax  year  immediately 


following  reassessment. 

After  this  revenue-neutral 
millage  rate  is  established, 
elected  officials  may  take  a 
second  public  vote  to  increase 
or  decrease  taxes,  but  the 
increase  can  be  no  more  than 
5  percent. 

Any  municipality  or  school 
district  that  violates  these 
limitations  would  have  to 
refund  with  interest  any 
excess  taxes  paid  by  the  tax- 
payers. 

"Backdoor  tax  increases 
are  now  a  thing  of  the  past  in 
Allegheny     County,"  said

"Act  71  guarantees  account- 
ability and  will  make  sure 
that  elected  officials  look  to 
reduce  expenses  before  voting 
to  raise  taxes."

Animal  Friends 

The  factor  that  distinguishes 
Animal  Friends  from  other  organiza- 
tions is  its  62-year-old  no-kill  philoso- 
phy. 

Less  than  1  percent  of  the  animals 
taken  in  are  euthanized,  according  to 
Elizabeth  Johnston,  marketing  direc- 
tor at  the  agency.  And  that  is  only 
after  desperate  measures  to  rehabili- 
tate or  nurse  them  back  to  health. 

A  strong  educational  program  is  in 
place  to  get  the  word  out  on  pet  care 
and  responsibilities. 

The  agency  relies  heavily  on  volun- 
teers, who  last  year  gave  more  than 
125,000  hours.  Animal  Friends  like  its 
two  counterparts  is  spread  out  in  all 
directions  with  kennels,  shelters  and 
foster  homes. 

The  holding  areas  were  a  respite  for 
more  than  2,300 i animals, that  were

Many  ways  you  can  help  animals 


The  needs  at  the  shelter  continue  to 
grow  and  the  organization  is  looking 
forward  to  moving  into  a  new  building 
on  Camp  Home  Road,  north  of  the  city, 
this  spring. 

An  addition  of  a  medical  suite 
means  animals  will  not  have  to  be  sent 
to  veterinarian  offices.  All  neutering 
and  spaying,  which  is  always  done,  will 
now  be  taken  care  of  onsite. 

Large  open  public  areas  are  includ- 
ed in  the  30,000-square-foot  facility 
since  Johnston  says  some  people  are 
uneasy  and  may  become  overwhelmed 
about  coming  into  a  traditional  shelter 
to  check  out  a  pet  for  adoption. 

The  bright  lighting  and  spacious 
13.5-acres  will  alleviate  that  hesitation 
and  add  to  the  psychological  wellness 
of  the  animals,  too.

Animal  Rescue  League  of 
Western  Pennsylvania 

Even  after  nearly  100  years,  the 
league  still  receives  more  than  8,000 
abandoned  animals  annually.  Many  of 
them  come  to  the  shelter  by  way  of  the 
City  of  Pittsburgh's  department  of  ani- 
mal control. 

The  city  contracts  the  rescue  group 
as  a  repository  for  picked-up  strays. 

That  can  be  a  good  thing,  according 
to  Mark  Berton,  communications 
director,  as  the  rescue  league's  single 
location  makes  it  easier  for  residents 
to  search  for  lost  pets  and  it  also  is  an 
accessible  place  for  those  who  want  to 
find  a  new  best  friend. 

Everything  is  done  possible  to  care 
for  animals  left  in  the  league's  charge. 
Workers  administer  temperament 
tests  and  medical  check-ups  in  their 
clinic  before  pronouncing  an  animal 
ready  for  the  adoption  floor. 

Animals  who  are  ill  are  nursed  back 
to  health,  and  those  who  need  to  work 
on  their  manners  may  be  sent  to  one  of 
more  than  400  foster  homes. 

"We  have  an  incredible  foster  pro- 
gram. People  open  their  homes  and 
resources.*  It  isn't  rare.  Berton  says, 
that  someone  will  take  home  a  whole 
jitter  of  kittens,  even  when  they  must 
be  fed  with  an  eyedropper  until  old 
enough  to  eat  on  their  own. 

It's  not  just  a  cat-and-dog  world 
either. 

There  are  verv  dedicated  rabbit  vol- 
unteers  who  see  to  it  that  the  supply  of 
bunnies  is  cared  for  and  their  area 
kept  clean. 

City  workers  also  are  always  bring- 
ing wildlife  that  has  wandered  too 
close  to  encroaching  humans.  Possums

and  raccoons  are  often  caught  when 
reported  by  frightened  residents.  More 
exotic  specimens  are  also  captured. 

The  league  maintains  a  wildlife 
center  in  Verona  that  takes  in  such  ani- 
mals deemed  safe.  It  keeps  them  at 
the  habitat,  using  some  in  its  educa- 
tion department  or  releasing  them 
back  into  the  wild  when  appropriate.

Just  about  the  time  she  thought  she 
had  heard  it  all,  Lee  Nesler,  executive 
director  of  the  humane  society,  lis- 
tened flabbergasted  at  the  woman 
abandoning  her  pet  dog  at  the  shelter. 

It  seems  she  had  just  remodeled 
her  home  and  the  cute  little  pup  no 
longer  matched  the  decor.  Its  shedding 
of  white  hair  on  the  new  dark  carpet- 
ing just  wasn't  acceptable. 

Western  Pennsylvania  Humane 
Society  has  an  open-door  policy,  but 
this  one  was  hard  to  take. 

The  incident  has  not,  however,  kept 
Nesler  from  understanding  why  people 
need  to  leave  a  pet.  The  reasons  are 
numerous  and  part  of  life  at  the  shel- 
ters. Between  13,000  and  15,000  ani- 
mals come  in  each  year. 


Three  full-time,  and  two  part-time 
humane  officers  are  kept  busy 
throughout  the  counties. 

Last  year  they  worked  on  1,404 
cases  of  suspected  abuse  and  neglect, 
1,267  of  neglect  and  abuse,  1,627  follow- 
ups,  issued  136  citations  and  rescued 
334  animals. 

Like  the  other  groups,  Nesler  hous- 
es pets  at  local  Peteo  and  PetSmart 
stores.  The  stores  have  adopted  out  400 
of  her  cats  since  mid-April  of  this  year. 

PetSmart,  which  does  not  sell  ani- 
mals and  instead  gives  space  to  non- 
profit animal  organizations,  has  found 
homes  for  more  than  2  million  animals 
nationwide. 

Animals  that  can  not  be  placed 
because  of  temperament  or  medical 
problems  are  given  a  humane  end. 

After  considerable  testing,  the  shel- 
ter may  have  to  euthanize.  Other  shel- 
ters, Nesler  says,  have  the  choice  to 
handpiek  what  animals  they  take  in 
and  judge  what  kind  is  suitable  for  a 
future  home.  The  humane  society  does 
not  have  that  luxury. 

Nesler  says  she  feels  fortunate  that 
she  can  offer  some  of  these  animals 
shelter  and  care  during  their  last  days. 

"It's  a  very  emotional  job  and  can 
take  its  toll  sometimes."

For  228  years  the  fascinat- 
ing true-life  story  of  a  five- 
year-old  white  boy  kidnapped 
in  1775  by  Wyandot  Indians 
and  torn  from  all  that  was 
dear  to  him  has  been  told 
many  times,  but  always  with- 
out a  conclusion. 

However,  the  SewiekJey 
Valley  Historical  Society  and 
the  Daniel  B.  Matthews 
Historical  Society  have 
teamed  up  this  month  to  bring 
residents  of  Sewickley  *the 
~* rest  of  the  story." 

The  joint  meeting  of  the 
SVHS  and  the  DBMHS  will  be 
held  in  the  Sewickley  Public 
Library's  Community  Room 
at  7:30  p.m.,  Tuesday,  Nov.  29. 

Author  Ronald  Earl  Nicely 
will  share  his  tale  of  the  con- 
flicts and  captures  during  the 
time  period  from  1760-1790. 

Nicely  particularly  focuses 
on  the  capture  of  Jacob 
Kneisle  and  his  remarkable 
life  thereafter. 

Jacob  was  known  by  his 
Indian  name  of  "Tsu-Ka-We" 
or  just  "Crow,"  because  of  the 
distinctive  sound  to  his  cry- 
ing. 

Crow  became  a  skilled 
deer  hunter,  married  four 
times  and  lived  among  the 
Seneca  at  Sandusky,  Ohio.  He 
traveled  to  a  reservation  in 
Oklahoma,  an  arduous  jour- 
ney of  1,000  mile. 

The  author  Ronald  Nicely 
was  born  and  raised  in  the 
area  of  Ligonier  Township.  He 
served  in  the  U.S.  Army  and 
earned  a  bachelor  of  science 
degree  in  business  from  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  at 
Greensburg  and  secured  a  job 
at  Kennemetal,  where  he 
retired  after  35  years,  serving 
the  last  25  years  as  business 
forecaster. 

His  book  was  published  in 
2004  in  cooperation  with 
Trafford  Publishing,  Victoria, 
BC,  Canada. 

After  years  of  genealogical 
research,  author  Nicely  was 
able  to  locate  the  original  val- 
ley homesite  and  the  capture 
site,  which  led  to  learning 
more  about  the  history  in  and 
around  the  Four-Mile  Run 
region  of  the  Ligonier  Valley. 

He  is  a  member  of  the 
Westmoreland  County  His- 
torical   Society    and  the 


Ligonier  Valley  Historical 
Society  and  serves  as  a  volun- 
teer docent  at  Historic 
Compass  Inn  Museum  in 
Laughlintown,  Pa. 

"The  area  around  the 
southwestern  part  of  Penn- 
sylvania was  a  war  zone  and 
under  attack  from  the  British, 
renegade  whites  and  the 
Indians.  Each  group  had  its 
own  reasons  for  fighting  a 
war  with  the  colonists  in  this 
area,"  Nicely  writes. 

"The  Indians  were  being 
pushed  farther  west  after 
being  forced  out  of  the  eastern 
section  of  America.  Finally, 
they  decided  they  had  lost 
enough  land  and  would  be 
pushed  no  farther 

"Settlers  in  southwest 
Pennsylvania  were  fighting  to 
maintain  property  they  had 
farmed  and  developed,  over  a 
1045  period  of  time,  prior  to 
the  start  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  It  was  a  difficult  time  for 
all  parties." 

Nicely  will  explain  how 
bloodthirsty  resentment  and 
brutal  fighting  nevertheless 
sometimes  led  to  unexplained 
incidents  of  kindness. 

Guests  also  will  learn 
about  Indian  troubles  ap- 
proaching our  own  Big 
Sewickley  Creek's  headwa- 
ters, where  the  body  of  Jacob 
Frantz  and  his  18-year-old 
lame  daughter,  Sophie,  were 
tomahawked  and  scalped, 
their  cabin  burned  to  the 
ground. 

Jacob's  other  daughter  and 
two  other  men  were  carried 
off  by  the  Indians.

SA  student's  vacation  offers  lessons,  new  dream

While  most  high  school  students 
were  enjoying  their  summer 
vacations, 
Sewickley  Academy's  Vik  Pisipati 
was  volunteering  three  weeks  of  his 
time  in  Guatemala. 

Both  of  his  parents  are  natives  of 
India  and  still  maintain  strong  family 
ties,  causing  the  young  17  year  old  to 
visit  that  country  seven  times. 

"It's  an  amazing  country  but  it  also 
has  a  lot  of  poverty,  and  you  definitely 
see  a  completely  different  way  of  liv- 
ing," Vik  says. 

Because  of  his  experiences  in  India 
and  other  poverty-stricken  countries 
he's  visited,  he  wanted  to  do  anything 
he  could  to  help. 

Having  done  a  lot  of  community 
service  in  the  area,  he  wanted  to  get 
more  out  of  it.  He  had  never  traveled 
to  a  foreign  country  alone  before,  but  it 
was  something  he  had  wantod  to  do  for 
a  long  time. 

Vik  began  online  research  for  a 
group  that  would  provide  him  with  an 
opportunity  to  go  overseas.  He  found 
Cross  Cultural  Solutions.  Pisipati  and 
then  sent  letters  to  friends  and  family, 
explaining  what  he  intended  to  do  and 
fund-raised  $1,900  of  the  $2,950  of  his 
expenses. 

And  with  that,  he  was  off  to 
Guatemala. 

He  wasn't  nervous  initially  about 
traveling  to  a  foreign  country,  but  he 
was  a  little  apprehensive  about  the 
people  he  would  be  staying  with:  He 
had  never  met  any  of  them  before. 

"I  didn't  know  the  kind  of  people  I 
would  meet  down  there.  "I  didn't  know 
if  they'd  be  my  age.  But  when  I  got

down  there,  I  fit  right  in  and  made 
friends." 

He  had  expected  things  to  be  a  lot 
different  in  Guate-mala  and  he  was 
not  disappointed.  : 

"As  soon  as  you  walk  out  of  the  air- 
port, you  see  a  lot  of  indigenous  peo- 


ple," he  says.  "There's  already  a  cul- 
ture shock." 

Women  were  everywhere  in  bright- 
ly-colored hand-woven  clothing,  carry- 
ing their  children  around  while  trying 
to  sell  little  toys  and  trinkets. 

There  were  small,  broken-down 


houses  surrounded  by  barbed  wire  on 
unpaved  dirt  roads. 

His  group's  reception  in  the  Central 
American  country  was  mixed. 

For  the  most  part,  the  Guate^ 
roalans  are  used  to  having  internation- 
al people  come  and  help,  so  they  were 
open  to  the  group  when  members  vis- 
ited buildings  that  volunteers  fre- 
quented on  a  regular  basis.  On  the 
street,  it  was  a  different  story.  While 
the  majority  -  of  the  Guatemalans 
seemed  indifferent  to  them,  some 
would  point  and  scream  "Gringo!"  as 
they  were  walking. 

Because  Guatemala  had  a  civil  war 
less  than  five  years  ago,  tensions  still 
:  ran  high  in  many  areas. 
-  Taking  simple  trips  to  the  grocery 
store  were  dangerous  activities,  some- 
thing the  volunteers  were  reminded  of 
when  they  saw  three  guards  armed 
with  machine  guns  standing  in  the 
front  of  the  building. 

"The  crime  rate  has  really  been 
going  up  lately,  so  you  have  to  be  care- 
ful. That  region  is  one  of  the  more  dan- 
gerous  countries  in  terms  of  robberies 
and  gang  activities,''  he  says. 

"We  had  to  keep  our  wallets  in  our 
front  pocket,  travel  in  groups  and  had 
a  house  curfew  of  11  p.m.  on  week- 
days/' ; 

On  another  occasion,  there  was  a 
protest  where  swarms  of  students 
marched  around  a  court,  holding  signs 
about  not  wanting  any  more  blood 
shed.  Vik's  not  certain,  but  he  believes 
the  protest  was  about  capital  punish- 
ment. 

The  students  were  surrounded  by 
more  than  100  armed  guards.  The 
protest  took  place  about  two  blocks

away  from  where  he  and  his  group 
was  staying.  Despite  the  political  prob- 
lems, his  group  did  not  run  into  any 
problems. 

Vik  was  surprised  to  see  how  many 
Guatemalans  continue  to  practice 
their  native  customs  and  considered 
himself  lucky  to  have  taken  some 
Spanish  classes,  because  that  was  the 
only  language  spoken. 

"It  definitely  improved  down  there 
because  you're  forced  to  speak  it,"  he 
says.  "A  lot  of  the  people  I  was  with 
didn't  speak  any,  so  they  really  strug- 
gled. They  had  to  pick  up  pieces  of 
Spanish  here  and  there." 

The  20-person  volunteer  group  split 
their  duties  in  the  country.  Some 
worked  in  AIDS  clinics  while  others 
worked  in  schools.  Vik  worked  in  an 
orphanage  with  two  other  volunteers. 

The  orphanage  was  run  by  Catholic 
sisters  and  was  occupied  by  children 
with  mental  and  physical  problems, 
including  autism  and  cerebral  palsy. 

He  came  into  Guatemala  knowing 
almost  nothing  about  either  disease 
but  learned  a  lot  through  constant 
interaction  with  the  children. 

Another  challenge  Vik  faced  was 
finding  ways  to  connect  with  the  chil- 
dren because  most  of  them  were 
unable  to  speak.  He  went  to  the 
orphanage  almost  every  day  to  feed 
the  children  and  take  them  to  the 
parks  to  play. 

Although  he  couldn't  speak  to  them, 
he  found  different  ways  to  get  through 
to  them  and  made  bonds  he  will  never 
forget. 

Ludwin,  one  of  the  children  he

worked  with,  was  a  quadriplegic,  but 
he  had  an  amazing  talent  of  painting 
by  holding  a  paintbrush  in  his  mouth. 
The  gifted  artist  painted  Vik  a  picture 
to  take  home  with  him  on  the  day  he 
left. 

Gerardo  provided  him  with  the 
most  rewarding  experience.  Born  with 
autism,  Gerardo  was  in  a  wheelchair 
because  he  was  unable  to  straighten 
his  legs.  A  physical  therapist  was 
working  with  him  and  put  braces  on 
his  legs  to  help  Mm  walk.  Vik  was 
among  those  who  saw  him  take  his 
very  first  steps. 

His  experience  with  the  children 
has  even  led  him  to  rethink  his  plans 
for  the  future.  Y/hile  he  always  wanted 
to  be  in  medicine,  Vik  is  now  looking 
toward  fields  where  he  can  go  into  sur- 
gery. In  Guatemala,  he  watched  the 
surgical  miracles  that  helped  children 


to  walk  again.  He's  now  looking  at  the 
Peace  Corps  as  a  possible  future 
career. 

"I  hadn't  worked  with  kids  before 
that  and  it's  really  taught  me  a  lot 
about  kids  who  are  living  with  autism 
and  diseases  like  that/  he  says. 

"You  couldn't  talk  to  the  kids 
because  they  weren't  able  to  talk,  but 
you  really  start  to  become  close  to 
them  by  the  end  of  three  weeks.  You 
would  interact  and  be  friends.  It  was 
really  interesting  to  see." 

Although  most  of  his  days  were 
filled  with  hard  work,  Vik  had  his  fair 
share  of  adventures.  While  several 
people  go  bungee  jumping,  not  many 
try  the  approach  his  group  used. 

Each  participant  ran  and  jumped 
of!  a  300-foot  bridge  and  were  tied  to  a 
van.  Because  there  was  no  motor  to 
pull  them  up.  someone  would  just 


drive  the  car  to  pull  them  back  onto 
the  bridge. 

He  also  explored  the  Mayan  ruins  in 
Yaxha  Naranjo,  the  same  location 
"Survivor:  Guatemala"  was  being 
filmed.  He  even  visited  the  area  where 
the  tribal  council  meets  every  week. 

During  the  second  weekend  in  coun- 
try, Vik  and  five  others  took  a  six-hour 
drive  to  the  middle  of  the  rainforest 
and  rented  a  bungalow  equipped  with 
six  cots  surrounded  by  mosquito  nets. 
In  the  middle  of  the  night,  it  started  to 
rain. 

"I've  never  seen  rain  like  that  in  my 
life,"  he  laughs.  "It's  called  a  rainfor- 
est for  a  reason.  It  was  really  cool." 

Vik  is  still  in  contact  with  many  of 
the  people  he  traveled  with;  They  have 
become  lifelong  friends.  He  believes 
everyone  remains  so  close  because  of 
their  similar  character  traits. 

"In  order  for  a  person  to  go  down 
there  and  devote  their  time,  they  have 
to  be  a  certain  kind  of  person,"  he 
explains.  "I  think  when  you  meet  a  lot 
of  people  like  yourself  and  you  click 
automatically." 

The  Sewickley  Academy  student 
feels  his  experience  in  Guatemala 
enhanced  his  life  in  many  ways.  In 
fact,  Vik  is  already  planning  different 
ways  to  fund-raise  for  a  trip  to 
Tanzania  next  year. 

"I  think  a  lot  of  people  get  the  bub- 
ble effect  —  when  they're  kind  of  shel- 
tered and  don't  know  what's  going  on 
outside  of  their  own  country,"  he  says. 

"I  think  when  you  out  of  the  coun- 
try, I  really  got  an  appreciation  for 
another  culture.

I  WANT  IT  I  Holiday  can  bring  case  of  'The  gimmes'

With  a  constant  bom- 
bardment of  commercials 
and  the  sheer  anticipation 
of  Santa's  visit,  kids  can 
quickly  develop  a  case  of 
"The  Gimmes."  But  the  last 
thing  parents  should  do  is 
give  in.  From  tantrums  in 
the  toy  store  to  incessant 
nagging,  children  have  a 
host  of  nerve-rattling  tricks 
at  their  disposal.  With  the 
right  game  plan,  however, 
parents  can  easily  combat 
the  holiday  wish  list  frenzy. 

"Kids  have  giant  con- 
sumer appetites  starting  as 
young  as  they  can  speak," 
said  Stacy  DeSroff,  author 
of  "The  Mom  Book:  4,278  of 
Mom  Central's  Tips  —  For 
Moms,  From  Moms"  ($20, 
Free  Press). 

Setting  and  enforcing 
limits  are  the  keys  to  keep- 


ing kids  off  of  Santa's 
naughty  list.  The  pressure 
to  get  the  latest  game  or 
gadget  is  enough  to  make 
any  parent  lose  their 
resolve,  but  parents  should 
never  give  in  to  their  child's 
impulsive  demands, 
DeBroffsaid. 

Getting  one  more  gift  to 
appease  the  little  one 
quickly  puts  the  child  in 
control.  And  buying  a  cov- 
eted toy  to  get  the  tantrum 
to  stop  is  likely  to  backfire. 

"Let  the  child  know  that 
you  have  reasonable  limits, 
that  no  amount  of  whining, 
pleading,  cajoling  or  beg- 
ging is  going  to  get  you  to 
make  an  impulsive  pur- 
chase," DeBroff  said. 

Enforcing  limits  is  per- 
haps easier  said  than  done. 
An  ail-out,  stomp-the-floor, 
red-faced  crying  fit  in  the 
middle  of  the  mall  has  a 


■way  of  changing  things. 
G u i It,  f rustratiprr  a nd  i rn pa- 
tience ca n  quickly-'5 weaken 
tired  a  parent.  But  no  mat-' 
ter  how  bad  things  seem, 
giving  in  will  only  make  it 
worse.  . 

"Kids  will  pull  out  all  the 
stops.  They  will  say,  'You 
must  not  love  me  because 
you  didn't  buy  this,"  and  we 
hate  to  think  that  we  are 
depriving  our  krJf^jWe  tend 
to  cater  to  our  kids  and 
guilt  feeds  into  that." 
DeBroff  said. 

"A  generation  ago  par- 
ents would  have  said,  'No, 
it's  not  up  for  discussion.' 
Now  parents  have  this 
whole  lengthy  discussion 
which  opens  the  door  for  a 
possible  change  of  heart. 

They're  actually  letting 
the  child  control  the  holi- 
day gift  buying  limits. 
Parents  feel  that-they  are 


stretching  the  limits  of  their 
generosity, :  but  their  ,  kids 
are  labeling  them  as  self- 
ish. As  parents,  we  need  to 
turn  that  around  so  that's 
not  the  way  the  child  thinks 
about  it." 

Letters  to  Santa  are  the 
ultimate  teaching  tools. 

Children learn  to  priori- 
tize their  wants  and  needs 
and  become  part  of  the 
decision-making  process.  \ 

Whether  at  home  or  in 
the  store,  any  urges  imme- 
diately get  added  to  the  list. 
Later,  children  can  priori- 
tize the  gifts. 

Impulse  desires  move  to 
the  bottom,  while  the  most 
coveted  gifts  go  at  the  top 
of  the  list.  Older  children 
seeking  big-ticket  items  will 
learn  to  make  compromis- 
es: Are  they  willing  to  forgo 
a  few  little  gifts  in  favor  of 
one  expensive  item? 


"Children  have  to  think 
about  what  they  care  about 
and  what  they  want.  They 
understand  that  Santa  can't 
get  everything.  This  is  a 
way  to  teach  children  to  set 
priorities  and,  starting  at 
around  age  9,  kids  can  real- 
ly make  trade-offs.  At  that 
age,  they  have  really  strong 
preferences  for  what  they 
like,  so  give  them  three 
choices.  They  will  usually 
pick  one  because  they  are 
forced  to  evaluate  the  com- 
parative value  of  those 
things." 

Such  activities  engage 
children  in  the  gift-giving 
process.  They  may  get 
fewer  surprises,  but  they 
will  have  fewer  disappoint- 
ments on  Christmas  morn- 
ing, DeBroff  said.

How  to  keep  those  cards 
and  letters  raffing  In

They  may  deliver  in  rain, 
sleet  or  hail,  but  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service  can't  do  a 
thing  with  your  mail  until 
you  stamp  and  seal  it  for 
delivery. 

Mail  officials  are  sug- 
gesting that  you  mail  any 
packages  early  if  you  want 
to  ensure  your  letters  and 
boxes  full  of  holiday  cheer 
will  arrive  by  Christmas 
Day  to  destinations  within 
the  United  States. 

"Traditionally,  the  week 
prior  to  Christmas  every- 
one realizes,  'Oh  my  gosh, 
it's  here,'  and  the  Monday 
prior  is  almost  always  our 
busiest  mailing  day,"  said 
Michael  Clark,  manager  of 
finance  for  the  U.S.  Postal 
Service's  Peoria,  III., 
branch. 

in  the  span  between 
Christmas  and  New  Year's, 
more  than  20  billion  cards, 
letters  and  packages  will  be 
shipped  across  the  country, 
and  overseas,  he  said. 

To  ensure  your  mail 
reaches  an  out-of-town 
destination  by  Christmas, 
the  Postal  Service  offers 


first-class  mail,  priority 
mail  and  express  mail. 

For  all  mail,  Clark  said 
following  a  few  simple 
mailing  rules  can  help 
avoid  unnecessary 
headaches  for  you  and  oth- 
ers as  the  Postal  Service 
attempts  to  deliver  your 
packages  with  care. 

Those  include  not  send- 
ing odd-shaped  objects  in 
first-class  envelopes.  Items 
such  as  pens  or  earrings 
can  tear  up  the  machines 
and  then  tear  up  other  peo- 
ple's mail, 

Most  of  all,  Clark  advised 
a  little  patience  as  millions 
of  pieces  of  mail  roam  the 
countryside  this  holiday 
season.  Postal  employees 
are  doing  "everything  we 
can  to  protect  your  stuff," 
Clark  said. 

Though  Santa  Claus 
may  be  able  to  traverse  the 
world  in  only  one  night  and 
swoop  down  chimneys  by 


simply  touching  his  nose, 
postal  employees  are,  after 
all,  only  human. 

TIPS  FROM  THE  MAIL  ROOM 

—  When  sending  a  pack- 
age, make  sure  the  box  is 
properly  secured.  Use  a 
sturdy  box,  strong  tape 
and,  if  sending  fragile 
items,  proper  cushioning. 

Do  not  use  string  or 
twine  to  put  the  box 
together. 

—  Inside  your  package, 
put  a  list  of  the  things  you 
are  sending,  as  well  as 
your  address  and  that  of 
the  intended  recipient. 

If  your  box  falls  apart 
during  delivery,  the  post 
office  wili  be  more  likely  to 
reassemble  it. 

—  Do  not  send  cash. 
Sending  a  check  or  money 
order  is  safer  and  easier  to 
recover  if  lost. 

—  Do  not  put  odd- 
shaped  items,  such  as  pens 


or  earrings,  in  first-class 
envelops.  Your  mail  will 
likely  be  rejected  and  sent 
back  to  you.  Use  a  padded 
envelope  instead. 

—  If  you  send  a  card  in 
an  odd-shaped  envelope, 
remember  that  it  costs  12 
cents  extra  to  do  so. 

Most  cards  indicated 
whether  extra  postage  is 
required,  but  if  you  forget, 
the  recipient  may  end  up 
being  asked  to  pay  the 
extra  postage. 

—  Write,  type,  or  print 
the  complete  address  neat- 
ly. 

—  Always  use  a  com- 
plete return  address. 

—  Make  sure  you're 
using  the  ZIP  code,  if  you 
don't  know  it,  don't  guess. 

Go  to  www.usps.com  to 
find  ZIP  codes  and  locate 
post  offices  --  and  any 
other  place  that  sells 
stamps  in  your  area,  like 
grocery  stores  or  ATMs. 

—  The  only  addresses 
on  packages  for  mailing 
should  be  the  delivery  and 
return  addresses. 


—  Remove  batteries 
from  toys.  Wrap  and  place 
them  next  to  the  toys  in  the 
mailing  box.

The  Quakers  are  in  high  demand. 
With  practically  the  same  team 
as  the  one  that  gave  new  mean- 
ing to  the  word  "excitement"  last 
year  entering  the  2006-07  season, 
expectations  are  high.

"Our  team  is  ready.  We 
play  hard,"  he  said.  "We  had 
our  first  practice  today,  and 
we  played  hard.

Q:  What  is  oral  mucosa? 

A:  When  you  look  inside  a 
healthy  mouth  you  see  lots  of 
pink  flesh-  This  is  oral  mucosa.  It 
may  all  look  the  same,  but  there 
are  three  types  of  oral  mucosa. 
The  lining  mucosa  covers  the 
lips,  cheeks,  soft  palate  and  the 
area  under  the  tongue- 
Specialized,  or  gustatory,  mucosa 
covers  the  top  of  the  tongue,  and 
masticatory  mucosa  covers  the 
gums  and  the  hard  palate.  Oral 
mucosa  has  two  layers  of  tissue. 
Top  layer  is  called  epithelium. 
This  is  tissue  that,  like  other 
layers  of  outer  skin,  is  designed 
to  be  in  contact  with  the  outer 
world.  It  is  similar  to  the  tissue 
found  on  other  surfaces  of  the 
body,  like  the  skin  and  the 
digestive  tract.  Beneath  the 
epithelium  is  a  layer  of  dense 
connective  gingiva.  Gingival 
tissue,  also  known  as  your  gums, 
is  bound  firmly  to  the  base  of  the 
teeth.  It  helps  support  the  teeth 
and  its  tight  fit  helps  protect  the 
area  from  invasion  by  bacteria-

After  72  minutes  of  scoreless  soccerf  Quaker 
Valley's  hopes  of  a  seventh  state  title  came  to  a 
crashing  halt  last  weekend  in  Hershey  Park 
Stadium. 

Christopher  Dock  Mennonite  High  School's 
Jason  Monte  sent  a  shot  between  two  defenders 
covering  an  open  net  for  the  winning  tally. 

The  crease  was  vacated  by  goaltender 
James  Falconi,  who  had  collided  with  a  CD  for- 
ward while  fighting  for  a  loose  ball. 

That  lone  goal  would  hold  up  as  QV  lost  to 
Christopher  Dock.  1-0,  in  the  PIAA 
Championship. 

"Christopher  Dock  was  a  very  good  team  as 
we  expected,"  said  coach  Gene  Klein. 

"We  did  very  weil  most  of  the  game.  We  had 
some  opportunities.  They  were  able  to  capital- 
ize on  theirs.  We  weren't.  That  was  the  differ- 
ence." 

Despite  the  second  place  finish,  the  Quakers 
boys'  soccer  team  enjoyed  a  21-6  record  this 
season,  including  a  12-0  section  mark  which 
earned  the  team  a  Section  5A  Championship. 

Quaker  Valley  also  advanced  through  the 
WPIAL  playoffs,  finishing  in  third  place  to 
qualify  for  the  state  tournament. 

"One  of  the  most  important  things  for  me  is 
to  get  better  as  the  season  goes  on  and  be  play- 
ing our  best  soccer  at  the  end  of  the  season," 
said  Klein,  who  is  in  his  24th  season  coaching 
at  QV. 

"It  was  a  disappointing  loss  in  the  WPIALs, 
but  we  showed  a  lot  of  heart  and  a  lot  of  char- 
acter to  come  back  for  the  consolation  match 


and  state  playoffs.  That  was  really  important 
to  see  us  playing  our  best  soccer  at  the  end  of 
the  year." 

The  Quakers'  accomplishments  didn't  come 
without  hard  work,  as  the  team  began  the  sea- 
son with  a  1-4  record  after  falling  to  top-notch 
competition  in  early  exhibition  matchups. 

Quaker  Valley  hosted  two  of  the  top  teams  in 
the  state  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  the 
East-West  Classic,  losing  to  Wilson  (1-0)  and 
Fleetwood  (2-1).
